Sylvester W. La- 
Chasse of 620 E. Sierra Madre 
Blvd., and his AAF B-26 Ma¬ 
rauder group in the Me<llterra- 
nean theatre have been cited by 
General Charles DeGaulle and the 
provisional French government 

The citation was for outstand¬ 
ing achievement during April, 
May and June when 12th Air 
Force Marauders flew important 
missions over Italy, many of them 
in direct support of the French 
forces. 

As President of the French 
government and chief of the 
French Army, General DeGaulle 
awarded the Croix de Guerre 
with palms to the group com¬ 
mander. The citation attributed 
the highly successful precision 
attacks in the face of enemy op¬ 
position to flight discipline, .skill 
of combat crews, 4»nd superior 
technique of command. During 
this period the group flew 2000 
sorties and dropped over 3000 
tons of bombs with a loss of only 
six planes.

pump water, had made beach 
umbrellas, add had constructed 
an officers’ club which he de¬ 
scribed as one of the finest he 
ever saw. This ability to make 
“something out of nothing,’’ so to 
speak, is termed “Yankee Ingenu- 
ilty.” It is that quality of thought 
which combines imagination with 
practical application. War-created 
shortages here at home have put 
our Yankee ingenuity to a severe 
test. One truck operator who 
found it impossible to get the 
heavy tires he needed, designed a 
wheel spoke extension device 
which enabled him to use smaller 
tires on each trailer rear axle. 
Although this idea does not en¬ 
able all trucks to run on small 
tires instead of heavy ones, it 
does indicate the ingenious efforts 
rnaHe hv the trucking industry to 
keep the highway carriers mov¬ 
ing. But now, in this field, even 
Yankee ingenuity is finding it 
impossible to' cope with continued 
tire shortages and the Incessant 
wear tmd tear on the aging ve¬ 
hicles. Recent heavy tire allot¬ 
ments have been so sharply cut 
that hundreds of trucks stand 
idle for lack of rubber. Govern¬ 
ment officials frequently praise 
the work done by the trucking 
industry and emphasize its essen¬ 
tial nature in the war effort. But 
the aid provided has been meager. 
Instead, the policy of planned 
shortage continues—although there 
is no shortage of regfulations and 
suggestions. The time has long 
since been here when Yankee in¬ 
genuity- or maybe just plain 
common, sense—should be used in 
Washington to make available 
more hea'vy tires for commercial 
purposes. Faster freight move¬ 
ments will bring speedier victory. 


W E continue our column on growing up in 
Australia. Education in the grsunmar schools 
was principally in the old classics, Latin and 
Greek, with admonitions to form our English style 
on Macaulay’s essays as models. Some of us at 
that time, 60 years ago, preferred Henry George’s 
Progress and Poverty and Bellamy's Looking 
Backward. But we kept up our Latin. We re¬ 
sponded to a Government request to send in a 
Latin motto for the Sydney International Exhibi¬ 
tion. “Ad sese felix Australia convocat artes” 
(Happy Australia gathers to herself the arts) was 
suggested by our master. Rev. H. S. Millard; 
“Orta recens quam pura nites," (Recently arisen 
how clear you shine), was the motto accepted 
and inscribed on the principal building. 

We bad other encouragements to learning. 
Living in a large house, my mother was able to 
entertain at convention time a great number of 
Australian clergy, mostly Oxford and Cambridge 
graduates brought up in the same classlcad tra¬ 
dition. It seemed to me a great privilege to sit 
and listen to their cultured conversation at my 
mother’s table. At that time it was much con¬ 
cerned with Coleridge and Keble and the reigning 
poet, Tennyson, and especially with his new poem, 
“In Memorlam.’’ And to a boy learning Latin 
it was quite interesting to hear Latin scraps nat¬ 
urally iatroduced into the conversations, like “His 
ipse dixit aoesif't make it so” and “What were 
the ipsissima verba?”

Dr. Wills of San Marino, reminded 
me much of my old friends, with his culture and 
familiarity with the Latin poets.

and was particularly pleased 
when the de’oates were hot and the clergy seemed 
to my boyish mind to be quarreling. In those 
days they made polished orations at conventions, 
not brief business talks, and there was a prevail¬ 
ing atmosphere of courtesy and graciousness. But 
I do remember one clergyman saying that "you 
could not fathom the profundity of the depth of 
the abyss of the ignorance of the laity. ” 

Being thrown into close contact with these men, 
1 knew of their strenuous work in large districts 
in a new country, their long journeys in bugg;ies 
and on horseback from church to church and fam¬ 
ily to family. They were evidently learned, cour¬ 
teous, kind, self-sacrificing and beloved. They 
made a deep impression on me. 

There was my father, who began his work on 
horseback in a district about as large as Southern 
California, and having a sparse and scattered pop¬ 
ulation. He used to visit stations (or ranches) 
sometimes 40 miles apart, and after making his 
rounds, would reach home in a couple of months. 
Often he slept in the forest with a saddle for a 
pillow. Once he tried to sleep in a shepherd’s 
deserted hut, but soon found himself so alive with 
tiny creatures that he ran out and dived into a 
creek to drown them. Sometimes cloudbursts 
turned dry creeks into raging torrents, preventing 
arrival at destination or return home. 

One of the stories was of a clergyman in a 
buggy bogged down all evening and night in a 
swamp, and missing his appointment at a little 
church. On getting back home next day, the 
tired man found a telegram from a trustee await¬ 
ing him, which said: “Explain what you mean 
by this disgraceful conduct.” 

Even today many of these good men divide their 
time between five or six scattered communities. 
As population increased my father attended to one 
church and was raised to the dignity of an Arch¬ 
deacon, with silk apron, shovel hat and gaiters— 
the conventional attire for that position. 

I N my vacations I used often to accompany my 
godfather, Samuel Simm, on bis Sunday rounds. 
When visiting in turn two or three little 
churches we would be given lunch or supper by 
the good people, and when one hostess apologized 
for having only rice pudding, Mr. Simm very po¬ 
litely said he was very fond of rice pudding. 
This got around to other places and every time 
he had lunch or supper at a country center, what¬ 
ever delicacies the rest of the company had, there 
was always a plain rice pudding for Mr. Simm. 
They did it out of love for him and he could never 
change the custom. After services in the little 
churches he would generally have me, at the age 
of nine or 10, play the little church parlor organ 
for the people, and the favorite piece was the 
Dead March in Saul. In the hot weather the 
windows would all be open, and Mr. Simm could 
see from the pulpit the ho>t:js tied to the fence 
posts around the church or tethered nearby, and 
be might pause in his sermon to say in a hoarse 
whisper: “Mr. Jones, your horse is just going to 
roll in his saddle,” whereupon Mr. Jones would 
slip out to attend to it. I knew of similar lives, 
and of the respect and affection of country people 
for their faithful and loving pastors, some of whom 
served them for 40 years and never heard it said: 
“We need a change." How deeply this would in¬ 
fluence a boy in his choice of a profession can ' 
be imagined. The first thing to do was to try 
to get a university education. Not one boy in 
thousands ever did so. Walking to school before 
breakfast and studying classics and mathematics 
and Latin and English composition with Mr. Mil¬ 
lard 1 passed university matriculation with honors, 
applied for -a Bursary with free tuition, and a 
scholarship, and had a favorable telegram the 
day before term began. Such a packing of trunk 
and carpet bag to get ready for the midnight 
paddle-wheel steamer from Newcastle to Sydney! 
And such good advice ffotn a gathering of friends 
till it was time to start! I was told in particular 
to wear flannel next the skin and not to fall off 
the gangway in the dark. 

On the wharf a deckhand took my luggage and 
1 handed him what I thought was a sixpense 
(worth about a dime), but what was really the 
gold coin of the same size, a ten-shilling piece. 
The man walked away, but Immediately came 
running back to return the money. He said “I 
would not like to lose by such a mistake myself, 
and so I wouldn’t like you to lose either.” It 
came into my mind then, while yet but a boy, 
that a man of such fine character wes worth 
a higher position in life than one so poor that he 
was glad to earn an extra dime by carrying lug¬ 
gage. This was an example of an honest and 
considerate "common man,” of whom there are 
millions in the world, and of whom I have met 
hundreds myself among working people, who read 
their old Bibles and bring up their children with 
the utmost carefulness and sacrifice. In their 
numbers they more properly represent their coun¬ 
try and democracy than do the elite, however 
able, in their comparative fewness. 'With univer¬ 
sal education coming, as Wlllkie and Wallace and 
the new histories of the United States try to 
teach us, they are the real hope for the future 
of the world. 

Of them it was written more than 2000 years 
ago, that they do not sit in the councils of the 
great but “they bear up the fabric of he world, 
and In the handiwork of their craft Is their prayer.”

In spite of the fact that Prime Minister \jhurch- 
111 and President Roosevelt have met at a time 
when the tides of war are all in our favor, except 
in China, they were faced with as many, if not 
more, problems than ever before. 

Some of these came under the "hot potato” 
elaasifioaUon. For instance. General Charles de 
Gaulle made it clear that the French want to have 
a voice in any arrangements “which tomorrow 
Will govern the fate of conquered Germany.” Yet, 
With the Germans on the brink of complete defeat, 
detailed decisions covering the occupation of Ger¬ 
many could not wait. 

The sudden decision to include Anthony Eden. 
Britain’s Foreign Secretary, In the talks Indicates 
that the original agenda for the conference was 
considerably broadened, probably to include more 
about Poland. 

The absence of Stalin put a handicap on the 
discussion of European affairs since he must nat- 
un^y be consulted on decisions made regarding 
that area. It would also have helped if he had 
been around to indicate what America and Britain 
could expect in the way of aid against Japan, 
when the job of licking Germany is completed.

Siegfried Line 

In September 1938, Adolf Hitler inspected the 
Siegfried Line which had just been completed. 
The vast fortifications—much of them built imder- 
groimd—extended many miles in depth. They had 
the most modern weapons and were so skillfully 
concealed that a powerful fort might appear to 
the eye to be nothing but a farmhouse. 

When he finished his inspection, Herr Hitler 
threw back his head, pushed out his chest and 
shouted defiantly to the world that no invader 
would ever set foot on German soil. 

Six years pass. Now it is September 1944. 
News flash; “Allied forces In strength are fight¬ 
ing on German soil.” Already some of the forti¬ 
fications of the Siegfried Line have fallen into 
American hands. This does not mean that the 
entire west virall will be easily pierced, but the 
C(mviction is growing that it cannot long delay 
the men under (Jeneral Eisenhower. 

Why? Because this war has demonstrated be¬ 
yond question that fortifications in themselves 
have little value for defense unless the troops who 
man them fight with determination. Today the 
Siegfried Line still stands but the German will 
to resist is crumbline. The body is still there but 
the spirit is flickering out. Right now the vaunt¬ 
ed west wall may be little more than a steel and 
concrete corpse. 

The Bible tells us that a bouse built upon the 
sands will not stand when the floods and rains 
and winds beat upon it. But Herr Hitler doesn’t 
read the Bible. So he didn’t know that neither 
his fortifications nor his nation could stand on the 
quicksands of tyranny and oppression when the 
floods and rains and 'winds of retribution beat 
upon them.

SIERRA MADRE HOUSEWIVES 
OVER TOP IN PAT SALVAGE 

Fears that over-optimism re¬ 
garding the war would seriously 
curtail the supply of fats and oils 
for munitions and medical uses 
were expressed today by Zack J. 
Farmer, War Production Board 
general salvage chief, as the 
WPB’S monthly survey again re¬ 
vealed a falling off in the amount 
of waste fats salvaged by Soutii- 
em California hou.sewives. 

For the second successive 
month, collections dropped and 
the August total stood at only 
857,355 as against 897,234 pounds 
in July and 973,248 pounds in 
June. 

Sierra Madre housewives did 
better than their quota, which 
was 800 pounds and turned in 
1307 pounds, the WPB survey re¬ 
vealed. 

While some of the loss might 
be attributed to warm weather, 
and part to the fact that many 
pork cuts were returned to the 
ration li.st, it looks as if tiiere’s 
a growing let-down in the effort 
being put into fats conservation 
by a good many people because 
of a mistaken idea that the need 
is less. 

"There are two big reasons 
that fat-.saving is still urgent. 
First, our generals report that 
they’re using more bombs and 
heavy shells than ever in history. 
Spo;)nd. it’s going to take more 
oi the same to blast the Nips 
out of tho.se island.s and the 
mainland of Asia.
